Ww in’ order to Keep the Kuominchun, 
occupied on another front while the Feng- 
tien troops were cugaging: them in the 
North, and Genefuls Chang Tsung Chang 
and Li Ching Li 
ston South of Tientsin. There ‘was no 
}doubt that some arrangement had been 
reached between Marshals Chang and Wn, 
and the fact that Marshal Chang was 
supplyifg Generals Chang and Li with 
arms’ and ammunition proved that Mar..

Generals were: co-operating. 

In the Jehol region the Fengtien troops 
had recovered éontrol of about two-fifths 
of that territory. The First Kuominchun 
theld the remainder. From the Shanhai- 
kuan section the Fengtien forces had with. 
drawn with the object of luring the Kuo- 
minchun forward: into a ‘position more 
“favourable for attack by the Fengtien 
army. * It ‘appeared,. however, that: the 
Kuominchun were “ strengthening © their 
position at Jeho! and were not making 
any serious advance .at Shanhaikuan, 

The allied forces under Generals Chang 
“Taumg. Chang and Li Ching Lin, inthe

‘and threatened Tsangchow and Tungkuan, 
if they captured these two centres they 
would probably divide their forces, and 
march on Paotingfu and Tientsin. © " 

It was almost impossible to, define. the 
relations. hetween Marshal Wu Pei Fu 
and Generals Chang, Tsung 
Li Ching Lin. This question depended 
largely upon the attitude of Marshal Sun 
Chuan Fang. ‘The latter undoubtedly was 
endeavouring’ to prevent ‘further strife. 
His. first object was to maintain peace in 
Chekiang and Kiangsu, and keep. watch 
over Anhui and Fukien. The resources of 
the two former provinces ‘were being 
utilized to help the two latter, :and Mar. 
hal Sun had his hands -full.- Having 
realized his immediate ambitions, Mar- 
shal Sun was not eager for further ad- 
venture, Consequently: he might « hold’
